The kaiser's 
motto, as expressed to him, was- 
"Keep the world in doubt and stim- 
ulate fear. 
Keep the nations un- 


easy and make them afraid, so that 
Germany may have her will, which is 
the will of the Almighty." 


One of our navy lecturers who 


has traveled widely brings home the 
same idea. 
He- quoted a German 


woman as having said to him. "You 
have no doubt that it is legitimate 
for you to eat the flesh and wear 
the skin of lower animals. Similar- 
ly we Germans, being supermen, have 
the right to make the other races 
o>-' mankind subject to us and serve 
our need. We have the right to use 
jour flesh and your hide if need be. 
It is our duty. You are only men, 
we are supermen. 
As we have a 


higher civilization to impart to the 
world, it is our duty to impart it by 
force if necessary " 


This idea, held at first only by the 


philosophers, has sunk to the bot- 
tom of the German consciousness. 
The German people have gone crazy 
over it. 
It possesses their souls, 


and arms them with courage for the 
battle. 
There can be no peace in 


the world while a nation exists with 
these mad ideas. 


Fortunately their military achieve- 


ments do not indicate any superman- 
nishness 
What they got they took 


by breaking treaties, by military 
preparation long in advance, and by 
treacherous lies. 
When they meet 


aii equal number of Englishmen or 
Frenchmen on even 
terms, 
they 


never gain any ground. They lose it. 
It is a fair guess that they will yield 
ground 
to an 
equal number of 


Americans.

Determining the manner 
of Parking 
Vehicles, Automobiles and Motor Ve- 
hicles. 
Be it ordained by the Council of the 
City of Newark, State of Ohio: 
Section 1. That Section 26 be amend- 
ed to read as follows: "Xo vehicle shall 
stop or stand nor any automobile or 
motor vehicle be parked within the in- 
tersection of any street or ' within 
twenty feet of a street corner, "or twen- 
ty feet from curb of any alley in dis- 
trict bounded and described in 26B. 


26a; 
That all vehicles, 
automobiles 
and motor vehicles shall he headed to 
the right with the current of traffic 
and shall not turn across the street or 
turn around except at street corners 
beyond the curb line and that -within 
the district described in 26b of this or- 
dinance said vehicles, automobiles and 
motor vehicles shall stop or park with 
its front end at the curb and at an 
angle of sixty degrees with said curb. 


26b, That all tail lights on all parked 
vehicles, automobiles or motor vehicles 
shall be kept burning after thirty min- 
utes past sunset to thirty minutes be- 
fore sunrise, except 
in the;, district 
bounded on the east by First str.eet, on 
the north bv Church street, on the 
west by Fourth street and on tfie 'south 
by Market street.

Section 
30 be 
amended to read as follows: "Fire Hy- 
drants must not be blocked by boxes 
or rubbish nor used to hitch horses to, 
and no vehicle shall be left standing 
nor any automobile or motor vehicle 
parked within 'ten feet of any Fire 
Plug-."

SYMPATHY STRIKE 


AT KANSAS CITY 


HAS BEEN ENDED

Kansas City, Mo., April 3.—La- 


bor conditions in Kansas City today 
slowly were returning to normal fol- 
lowing the ending late last night of 
the general strike of all union work- 
men, called one week ago today in 
sympathy with striking laundry em- 
ployes. 
The street 
railways, res- 


taurants, bakeries, theaters, laun- 
dries, all construction work, barber 
shops, breweries and various other 
industries had felt the effect of the 
strike, work being completely sus- 
pended in many instances. 


One man was shot and killed, two 


others shot, many less seriously in- 
jured and twenty men and four wo- 
men indicted on charges of unlawful 
assembly as a result of rioting that 
accompanied the general strike. 


No point was carried by the un- 


ions in signing the agreement endin? 
the strike, according to the docu- 
ment. 
A proposal by the Kansas 


City Employers Association that all 
workers who walked o"ut 
in sym- 


pathy with the laundry employes re- 
turn to work in order that "confi- 
dence in labor contracts may be re- 
established," and under conditions 
that existed before the general walk- 
out, was accepted by the strikers up- 
on promise of Mayor George H. Ed- 
wards that the employers would rat- 
ify it if the strikers accepted it.
